Study ranks area's 
potential as high

A recent marketing study com- 
pleted by the Southwestern Illinois 
Metropolitan and Regional Planning 
Commission (SIMARPC) rated the 
Tri-Cities area “‘excellent’”’ for in- 
dustrial location in 17 of 24 
categories. 


‘The study also identified types of 
industry which would be compatible 
to the Quad-City area. Such in- 
dustries would be able to use the 
types of basic materials manufac- 
tured in the area, or they would be 
able to make materials that coyld be 
used by other plants. 


JAMES PENNEKAMP, executive 
vice-president of the Tri-Cities Area 
Chamber of Commerce, said the in- 
dustry identification will be of great 
value to the community effort to get 
new businesses into the area. “‘Most 
cities have a problem of being very 
limited in regards to the resources 
that they have to offer to industry,” 
he said. “‘But in the Tri-Cities’ case, 
we have the resources to appeal to a 
wide variety of industries. Our pro- 
blem has been knowing which 
specific industries to target 

“As you.can see from the report, 
the Tri-Cities ranks highly in a study 


for attractiveness to industry. And, 
even though the area only received 
an excellent rating in 17 categories, 
some of the category preferences 
were not as clear cut as others. In 
other words, the area rated higher in 
attractiveness than just 17 out of 
24,” he contended. 


Pennekamp said that in the past, 
the Chamber has focused primarily 
on attracting the auto industry to the 
area. “Our main effort has been 
with the auto industry because of our 
proximity to several auto plants in 
the St. Louis area. But outside of 
that, we really never had. any 
specific ideas as to what types of in- 
dustries would be interested in our 
area. 


“THE STUDY has provided us 
with a list of what different in- 
dustries look for when they come to 
an area, so we'll be better prepared 
to show them the aspects of the area 
that would be most important to 
their particular business.” 


From the study’s list, a group con- * 


sisting of the Chamber, Illinois 
Power Company and the Tri-Cities 
Regional Port District will make up 
a mailing list that names specific 
businesses. in the. targeted. in- 
dustries. “‘We will focus our solicita- 


tion on these businesses ‘then and 
find out if they have any future plans 
for expansion,” Ps said. 

Some of the complementary in- 
dustries named in the study include: 
pharmaceutical preparations, prin- 
ting ink, electronic ‘components, 
photo equipment supplies and 
sugical and medical instruments. 

“THE QUAD-CITY area meets 
many of the objectives or criteria 
deemed important by major cor- 
porations,” reads the study. “Ac- 
cess to the interstate highway 
system, rail transportation facilities 
and port facilities provide 
with the ability to efficiently move 
materials and products. 

“The availability of a large, highly 
skilled labor pool is another positive 
aspect of the area. Close proximity 
to St. Louis, makes the three com- 
munities accessible to a diversified 
market and a variety of supplies and 
materials,’’ the study notes. 

“WE'RE VERY happy and ex- 
cited about the study results,” said 
Pennekamp. ‘We've got our work 
cut out for us, but we're confident 
the report will be our first step in 
securing more industry in the area.”’ 

Pennekamp said the marketing 
study was the first ofits kind-per- 
formed in the Quad-City area.

Council frustrated

ADMINISTRATORS cite 
staff size, budget limitations and 
grant requirements as the major 
causes. 

The outpouring of criticism began 
after an appearance by A. Harold 
Mason, a resident of Norwood Drive, 
one of the pocket areas in the city af- 


fected by inadequate stormwater 

drainage. Last January, a 149 

signature petition was presented to 

the council from residents in that 

neighborhood, asking that measures 

be taken to correct the flooding

“T’m wondering what you're doing 


about drainage in our area,” Mason - 


asked the council members. “I’ve 
been fooling with drainage 
(problems) out there ever since I’ve 
been there.’’ He has apparently put 
up with the situation for about .25 
years. 

MASON TOLD aldermen that, at 
one time, he offered to help finance a 
drainage project on his block, but 
that gesture had come to nothing. 
‘This time, Mason said, his frustra- 
tions may drive him to fill in the 
small drainage ditch in front of his 
home and let the-rainwater flood the.

Memorial 
for Milton

In a final tribute to William 
Milton Worthen, who served the 
Granite City Park District for 52 
years, his funeral procession 
Grove slowly through Wilson 
Park on the way to Calvary 
Cemetery.

THE FUNERAL route took Mr.

The elder Worthen, who 
took his seat on the first park 
board in 1921 was still a commis- 
sioner in 1962 when the plot of 
land on Maryville Road was 
developed and named the Milton 
Worthen Park.

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Pontoon rebids work on village hall

A misunderstanding in spécifica- 
tions for a contract last week to 
repair the back wall of the Village 
Hall at Pontoon’ Beach resulted in 
the Board of Trustees awarding 
another contract for the work. 

The original contract to remove 
the bricks and replace the wall with 
new siding at a cost of $3,650 was 
awarded to Floyd Burlingame Con- 
struction, 2576 Washington Ave. As 
the project started, it was 
discovered a concrete slab (partial- 
ly used as a sidewalk) was poured 
against the building and up three 
courses of brick. As the concrete ex- 
‘panded, it caused. the bricks to 
become elevated and buckled the ex- 
isting wall. 

Burlingame’s estimate for the 
work did not include the removal of 
the concrete, which must be done 
now to insure a smooth demolition of 
the brick wall. : 

Therefore, the trustees discussed 
a bid from Harry Ellsworth in the 
amount of $1,207 that will include the 
removal of the conerete slab and 
disposal of all debris resulting from 

* this work project, and finally voted 
undnimously to award the contract: 
to Ellsworth for this particular seg- 
ment of the renovation. 

President Paul Bennett informed 


the board that another contractor 
will be required to disconnect the air 
conditioner while this work is in pro- 
gress. Ellsworth will later pour a 
concrete pad for the replacement of 
the air conditioning unit and another 
walkway. The immediate payment 
to Ellsworth will be $390 and, after 
other work is completed, the balance 
of his estimate will be paid, Bennett 
explained. 

Jerry Webster, a representative of 
Clark Oil Co., submitted a request 
for a Class B liquor license, to sell 
beer only at the Clark Service Sta- 
tion located on Route 111 just south 
of Route 162, A year ago, Webster 
was denied the license with the 
president explaining there were no 
available licenses to be issued. 

In the’‘meantime, the Spartan Ser- 
vice Station built an addition to its 
facility on Highway lll and was 
issued a license to sell liquor, along 
with other food commodities, 
Webster said. 

Webster addrefsed the board, 
noting that a service station can no 
longer stay in competition with 
another station if one has the per- 
mission to sell food, soft drinks or li- 
quor and the other one does not have 
the same right.

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MARGE: just another study? 


It came as no big surprise that, after spending an 
estimated $5 million in studies, the Metropolitan 
Area Rail Gateway Enterprise (MARGE) will die 
July 1. 

MARGE was a $600 million rail modernization 
plan to consolidate scattered rail yards and speed 
rail traffic through the St. Louis area. Enlarging 
and improving the Madison yard was a major part 
of the plan. 

‘There was one fatal flaw all along — money. Fan- 
cy government schemes to help the railroads afford 
the improvements still would lead'to huge debts 
held by the railroads. Although the railroads have 
turned to corner to profitability, they are under- 
standably reluctant to take on huge new debts. 


Instead, the railroads streamlined themselves. 
Mergers, new rail routings, fewer bottlenecks and 
fewer rail cars greatly reduced the hours it takes to 
get a rail car through St. Louis. Suddenly, things 
‘were running so smoothly, MARGE was not needed. 


The railroads did it themselves, without govern- 
ment help. There should be a lesson there. 

We questioned all along such MARGE studies as 
the one that looked at the Quad-City area and deter- 
mined that where we needed an overpass most was 
on Maryville Road at Route 203. A one-day survey of 
people in the city probably would have shown the 
majority believe the next overpass should be on 
Route 162 by East 23rd St. 

We are not sure we can afford all these studies. 
Look at the Hillside Drainage project which has 
been studied for decades, at an enormous cost. Now 


«the area launches a new study for a light transit 


system. We doubt that will get off the ground either, 
unless there is great public support. 

Lest we cast too great a dark shadow over 
MARGE, it has accomplished some good things. It 
has given the region a comprehensive plan for pro- 
gress and has removed some rail lines from the 
East St. Louis riverfront. MARGE may crop up 
again, but is bound to be dormant for a while. 


Tax that really was temporary 


errr] 
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Guest comment by Governor James R. Thomp- 
son—We will run Illinois within the means given to 
us by its people. Some may disagree and say we 
need more money, but the fact is that a permanent 
income tax increase was rejected by the General 
Assembly last year. 

Legislators were reflecting the mood of the people 
when they said ‘‘no.”” The one-year tax increase was 
necessary, but extension of that increase is not.

Traditionally in America when a temporary tax is 
enacted, people say, ‘Baloney. That's politician 
talk, There’s no such thing as q temporary tax.”” 


But our temporary in- 
come tax increase is exactly that—temporary. It 
will be gone on July 1. 

We will offer the most efficient and compas- 
sionate services possible within our resources. 
‘That’s what Illinoisans want and are going to get. 
‘The people have spoken about taxes, and we listen- 
ed to what they. had to say. Talk of an extension 
should end now 


‘There are signs that our state is beginning to 
recover and will continue to do so in the 1984-85 
fiscal year as the national economy also rebounds. 
Unemployment is declining in Illinois and the 
United States, the number of jobs has increased, 
and inflation is holding steady at a low level. 

Last year’s tax increase proposal was based on 
four years of recession that had undercut our 
revenues and our ability to provide essential ser- 
vices. We were able to keep our delivery of impor- 
tant state services intact and also to institute tax 
reform. This year, we will keep these services in 
most areas and in some, like education, we can in- 
crease funding. 

Citizens will continue to receive a deduction from 
their state taxable income in the amount of their 
property taxes.

raffic safety improved again 


Across the nation, the good news in traffic safety 
at the start of 1984 is that fewer motorists are being 
killed in accidents. In fact, it appears that final 
statistics will show 1983 to have set an all-time low 
traffic death rate in terms of vehicle miles driven. 

Illinois can be proud that it is an important factor 
in that g news. A report issued by the’state police 
shows’ that traffic deaths declined for the sixth 
straight year to a total of 1,537, the lowest level 
since World War II. 

No one, of course, can be completely satisfied 
with that total, because far too many people still are 
losing their lives on our streets and highways, an 
estimated 43,500 on the national level last year. Cer- 
tainly every. traffic fatality is a traumatic misfor- 
tune that can shatter families and friends. 

However, the latest statistical decline is worthy of 
special recognition. There were 115 fewer fatalities 
in Illinois in 1983 than in 1982. And compared to the 
worst year in state traffic deaths — 1978, when 2,166 
died — 629 fewer persons died last year. 

The National Safety Council’s estimated 43,500 
traffic deaths in 1983 is an amazing decline of nearly 


It was 117 years ago that Congress, in a burst of 
anti-Catholic setiment, triggered by Catholic im- 
migration from Europe, ended diplomatic relations 
with the vatican by refusing to budget funds for the 
purpose of maintaining an embassy. 


As previously noted, the custody of a minor child 
in Illinois is determined by the courts based on the 
child’s best interest.

13,000 from the peak year of 1972 when 56,278 died. 
In another example, the death rate per 100, million 
vehicle miles driven was 6.97 in 1953. Last year it 
dropped to 2.63, the lowest ever. 


Credit for this welcome development in Illinois 
and across the nation goes to many sources: The 
enactment of the 55-mph speed limit in 1974, new 
drunken driving and child restraint laws, and 
stricter traffic enforcement. But also worthy of 
commendation are the thousands of motorists who 
have become more conscious of the need for safer 
driving. 

Yet, we cannot rest on our laurels. When 1,500 
lives are snuffed out on state roads, that is too 
many. When one-third of the motorists exceed the 
55-mph speed limit, that is unacceptable. And, as 
long as drunks drive on our streets and highways, 
the traffic safety job is not over. 

With even more emphasis on education and en- 
forcement, we should be able to further reduce traf- 


fic fatalities. That must be the goal all of us have 


whenever we get behind the wheel.

4o the Editor, 

I have heard on the radio, televi- 
sion stations and even read in my 
local paper that unemployment is 
dropping in our locality, The last 
week of my unemployment benefits 
ran out, I was told in a letter to 
report to the. unemployment office. 
While I was there, two men in front 
of me were told no more benefits. 
When my turn came, I was told mine 
were exhausted and I was not eligi- 
ble for extension. This is probably 
the reason that unemployment is 
down.

I finally went and applied for food 
stamps.

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Miles to vote for county's 
"best interests’ in regional 
wastewater agreement

Morris Miles, chairman of .the 
Madison County Board's special 
Sanitary sewer committee, was 
given approval by the committee to 
vote in the county’s ‘‘best interests” 
regarding a regional agreement for 
sewage treatment. A tentative con- 
tract has. been drawn up which 
would make Granite City’s treat- 
ment plant a regional facility, serv- 
ing Granite: City, Glen Carbon, the 
Lansdowne area (including Madison 
and Venice) and Madison County 
Special Service Area One. Voting on 
a final agreement is set for Jan. 31 

Under the agreement, the special 
service area would own and operate 
existing ifterceptor sewers and lift 
stations which will transport 
wastewater from Glen Carbon to 
Granite’ City. They also will be 

. responsible for monitoring an. ex- 
isting-sampling station 

JOHN ARNOLD, controller for 
Sheppard, Morgan and Schwaab, 
Inc., engineers, said that he had 
spoken with Jim Leineke from the Il- 
lindis Environmental Protection 
Agency (IEPA), who said the county 
must also reconstruct lift station 
nine to provide increased capacity 
for the Glen Carbon wastewater and 
also to install a new force main and 
gravity sewer at the station. The 
county must apply for a 75-25 per- 
cent-grant for this work. 

However, Miles said, represen- 
tatives from Glen Carbon have ves® 
bally, agreed with the county to pay 
for. the work that needs to be done at 
the lift station. “I was under the im- 
pression that this work would be in- 
cluded in Glen Carbo grant,” he 
said. “‘But since the EP. 
have, totake out,our own grant, we'll 
have to work out some type of agree- 
ment, possible a reimbursement 
agreement, with Glen Carbon.” 


Miles said if some type of agree- 
ment is not worked out, he will not 
vote in favor of the regional con- 
tract. “‘I don’t think that we should 
have to pay to upgrade our plant so 
that we can take in wastewater from 
Glen Carbon.”” 

IN THE meantime, the committee 
gave Arnold permission to do an 
engineering study of costs and 
materials for the upgrading of lift 
station nine 

Miles said that, despite the slight 
hitch in the agreement, he is confi- 
dent that a regional agreement will 
be worked out. “This thing (regional 
contract) is going to go,” he said. 
“It’s going to be agreed upon.” 

If‘passed, a 12-member board will 
control the regional treatment plant. 
‘These members will control staffing 
and rates at the plant. However, the 
agréement specifies ‘that public 
hearings must be conducted before 
rates or the number of staff may be 
increased. 

OF THE 12 members, Granite City 
would ‘be allowed five represen- 
tatives, Lansdowne four, Glen Car- 
bon one and the special sewer 
district two. According to Miles, the 
number of members designated is 
proportionate to the number of per- 
sons served in each area. The stan- 
dard used was one representative 
for every 2,000 persons in. the 
district. 

All four groups also will have flow 
allocations under the agreement 
These flow allocations will be 
reviewed after 20 years. 

Miles added that the regional 
board would not abolish the sewer 
committee and that the sewer com- 
mittee would have the same respon- 
sibilities as always. ‘‘We will con- 
tinue to run our district the same as 
we always have—we will remain 
separate from the regional board,” 
he said.

County sewer committee gets 


‘tough’ with delinquent users

Members of the Madison County 
Board's special sanitary sewer com- 
mittee agreed last week to get 
“tough’’ with users in the district 
who are delinquent in their bill 
payments. The group agreed to take 
legal action against customers 
whose bill payments are 90 days 
overdue 

The move came after a payment 
report revealed that eight percent of 
the regularly billed customers and 
37 percent of the forced billings had 
not paid their fees 

“| FEEL pretty good that only 
eight percent ‘of the regular 
customers are delinquent, but I'd 
like to see this number go down,” 
said Morris Miles, sewer committee 
chairman 

Sewer Superintendent Gene Futch 
said that, although he did not know 
most of the accounts personally, he 
only knew of six cases where per- 
sons had expressed that they could 
not pay their bills because of finan- 
cial difficulties. ‘If someone comes 
in and says that they can’t afford to 
pay their bill right now, but that they 
will pay it as soon as they can, we 
work with them,” ‘he id. “But 
we've only had’ about six cases like 
that.”’

The January meeting of the Old 
Six Mile Historical Society was held 
at St. John’s United Church of 
Christ. Mrs. Marguerite Lexow in- 
troduced the speaker for the even- 
ing, Mrs. Ruth Jensen, who spoke 
about the Branding family. 

The story of the three Branding 
brothers who first settled in Sand 
Prairie began in Marklohe, Ger- 
many, which is on the Wiser River 
west of Nienburg in West Germany. 
It is located in the county of Nien- 
burg, in the state of Lower Saxoiiy. 
The population of Marklohe today is 
3500. The Wiser River is deep enough 
for ships, and flows northward to the 
North Sea, past Breman, ending in 
the seaport of Bremenhaven, 


Parents of the three brothers were 


Dietrich Branding and- Mary 
Engelke Branding according to the 
1812-1912 Centennial History of 
Madison County. 

At the beginning of his story they 

called their. homeland Prussia 
issia assumed leadersip of the 
German states in the late 1840's and 
1850's: There was a strong na- 
tionalistic feeling in Prussia, a well- 
** organized army, and strong leader- 
ship under Kaiser Wilhelm and 
Count Bismark. 

Prussia fought Denmark and an- 
nexed the provinces of Schleswig 
and Holstein, They defeated Austria 
in 1866 in a seven weeks war and 
» defeated France and Prussia to gain 
the province of Alsace Lorraine. 

It was against this background of 
military conscription and uncertain- 
ty, with little available farming 
land, that the Brahding brothers 
decided to get a new start in the 
United States. 

Fred, the oldest son, born ac- 
cording to his naturalization papers 
in 1840, ldnded in New York in 186 
at the age of 28. He probably knew 
someone in the American Bottom 
land, where good farm land was 
available. His first wife was 
Margaret Engelke, probably a dis- 
tant relative through his mother. 
They had two children, Carrie and 
Henry. 

After Margaret died he married 
Mary Bertels Steinbrink, who 
brought a daughter by her first mar- 
riage, Mary Steinbrink. 

Fred and Margaret lived across 
the road from Monks Mound on 
another mound. They had seven 


*. He was sponsoret 


children, Lizzie, Fred and Margaret 
died — eight hours apart — from 
black pneumonia, or typhoid as 
some think. Clara was seven years 
old and Ed was 4-years old when 
their parents. died. 

Lizzie and Henry tried to.farm for 
two years and hold the family 
together, but it was too hard for 
them. They were forced to have a 
sale, and the family was broken up. 
Lizzie married Fred Ortgier of Poag 
and took the two youngest children, 
Clara and Ed. Fred went ‘to my 
grandparent’s, Henry and Mathilda 
Branding, Minnie went to live with 
her half-sister, Mary Steinbrink 
Ktienneman,- and Anna went to 
Grandmother Bertels. As a young 
girl she moved to California where 
she got a job, married, and settled in 
Los Angeles. (Carrie had already 
married Henry Emde of Dorsey, and 
had children. ) 

Will branding, who died on Jan. 11 
1984, at St. Elizabeth's Hospital, 
went to his uncle, Dick Branding, 
living with them from the age of nine 
until his marriage to Yeta Kahle. 

Still living today from thi danilly 
is Clara Branding Christiansen, 9 

vho lives in Belleville with a great- 
niece. If Fred and Margaret were 
alive, they would have 16 grand- 
children 

Henry W. Branding, my grand- 
father, was born July 18, 1851, and 
came to the United States in 1869. He 
worked his way over on a cattle 
boat, landing at Ellis Island in New 
York. From there he made his way 
to Sand Prairie where his brother, 
Fred, lived. There he worked as a 
hired hand for neighbors — 
sometimes having to suck eggs from 
the hen house bec: he was 
hungry. F 

Eventually he worked for 
Frederick Winter, a landowner with 
several farms. Frederick was born 
in/Germany in 1818, 33 years before 
grandfather. He canié to the United 
States on Dec. 25, 1848, and was for- 
tunate to secure some American bot- 
tom farmland. According to Fred 
Winter's naturalization papers he 
became a citizen in September 1856. 
by Hiram Arthur, 
a.captain in the Illinois Militia. 

Fred Winter thought Henry Bran- 
ding a.fine, sturdy fellow — good 
enough for his daughter, Mathilda. 1 
guess Auguste Mathilda, my. grand- 
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mother, thought the same thing for 
they were married on March 30, 
1875, when grandfather was 24 and 
grandmother was 18. They were 
married by Rev. Fred Otttman. 

six children were born 
in Sand Prairie, about where Donald 
and Harriet Bunselmeyer live now. 
The farm was owned by Fred Winter 
at that time, and later it was grand- 
mother’s farm. They first lived in a 
log house 

My grandmother’s mother, 
Margaret, had died when she was 
young, and her father Fred Winter 
died when she was 28. By the time 
great-grandfather Winter died, 
grandmother had six children 
Mary, Fred, Herman, Margretta, 
Henrietta, and William. Of these, 
four grew. to adulthood and two died 
as babies — Herman and Margretta. 

In 1886 Grandmother Branding 
was one of the heirs to her aunt, Mrs. 
Henry Schnell’s farm. Mrs. Schnell 
was "greal-grandfather Frederick 
Winter's sister. The farm was 165 
acres in section three of Nameoki 
Township. Grandfather bought out 
the other heirs and they moved into 
the red brick Schnell home. There 
Clara, Katherine and twin Deidrick, 
Henry called Harry, Louis, Albert 
called Abner, Hulda and twin Ed- 
win, and Elmer were born. 
Katherine and Hulda’s twins both 
died. 

Mother and her brothers and 
sisters spoke of the ‘homeplace’’ 
with fondrtess. They remarked on 
the fruit orchard, the flower and 
vegetable gardens, the big pastute 
where they played ball. There were 
four big bedrooms upstairs — two 
for the boys and two for the girls — 
and the parlor, dining room, kitchen, 
and bedroom downstairs. Well water 
was pumped into the kitchen sink.

When they retired from farming 
they bought a home in Nameoki, and 
their children, Mary and Carrie, 
took care of them. Their son, Henry, 
and his wife, Emma, took over the 
farm. 

Mary Branding died March 28, 
1937, Dick Branding, Nov. 4, 1940. 
They are both buried in St. John’s 
cemetery. 

Most of our lives revolved around 
family, church, school, and work. 
For most of us it meant St. John’s 
E&R — the German church — where 
we were baptised, confirmed, and 
had fun with the youth groups. Some 
sang in the choir, Grandmother 
Branding was a charter member of 
the Altar Guild and remained a 
member for 50 years. Five of the

The flood hit right after 
Christmas, unlike the usual Spring 
affairs which, before the Tennessee 
Valley dams came along, regularly 
devastated the mid-continent with 
millions of dollars of property 
damage and the loss of human lives. 

I was living at Cairo, Il]., then and, 
despite practically everyone predic- 
ting the total loss o the little village 
at the confluence of th Ohio and 
Mississippi Rivers, it was the only 
town on the Ohio which wasn’t flood- 
ed. 

The first day’s news pictures 
featured a rowboat in the lobby of 
the Irvin S. Cobb Hotel in Paducah, 
Ky. We decided to go to Cairo to 
“send”? the flood pictures back to 
Boston ‘over the telephone.’ For 
the time (1937), it was a révolu- 
tionary concept. The Globe had used 
the 'phone in and around Boston to 
transmit news photos for nearly a 
year (1935), but never more than 25 
miles out. 

The major and No. 1 problem in 
transmitting photos over the nearly 
1,200 miles from Cairo to Boston was

We had chosen that game since it 
got underway around noon and we 
could get it in its entirety for our 
final edition by using the 'phone- 
radio transmission 

Before the game, I had made ar- 
rangements for both teams’ coaches 
to come to my staff car of the Star- 
‘Times which I had parked a few feet 
beyond the north goal posts. 

By the time the coaches arrived at 
my staff car, I had completed my 
dictating of the game to the compos- 
ing room at the Star-Times. And, for 
what might have been the first time 
the coaches were ever quoted on a 
game's outcome on a fast-breaking 
story, I was able to complete my. 
story with the help of the radio- 
telephone. 

I was surely a lucky guy. And, it 
was great fun.

A committee of. Granite City 
aldermen has been appointed to ask 
Chief Circuit Judge A.A. Matoesian 
of Granite City to explain un- 
favorable rulings on soning ines 
and hearing delays of ac ity 
ordinance violators. 

The three-man committee was 
formed following a verbal barrage 
aimed at recent actions of the circuit 
court. The attack was spurred by 
Seventh Ward Alderman Michael 
Modrusic, planning and zoning com- 
mittee member, following a discus- 
sion on the city’s pending appeal of a 
Johnson Road zoning situation. 

‘The case involves property at 2125 
Johnson Road that the circuit court 
has ruled may be used for commer- 
cial purposes. The ruling is contrary 
toa vote of the council. It 
also is in violation of the city’s two- 
year-old zoning law, according to the 
Granite City Pian Commission. 

The Zoning Ordinance was rewrit- 
ten after similar disputes of residen- 
tial versus commerical uses had 
focused on Madison Avenue and 
Johnson and Pontoon roads. The 
courts previously overturned at 
Jeast two Johnson Road decision 
made by the council.

Tax.deductions on business 
travel, entertainment, gifts 


Taxpayers who have business- 
related travel, transportation, enter- 
tainment and gifts may find they are 
able to deduct these expenses on 
their tax return. The following ques- 
tions and answers. provided by the 
Internal Revenue Service deal with 
these business expenses. 

Q. Who may deduct travel, 
transportation, entertainment and 
gift expenses? 

A. Those entitled to a deduction 
would be salaried or self-employed 
workers who must incur these ex- 
penses as anordinary and necessary 
part of performing their jobs. Out- 
side salespersons and others whose 
income or duties depend on interac- 
ting with business clients would be 
included. 

Q. What forms would I fill ‘out to 
claim these deductions? 

A. You would start by filing Form 
1040. To deduct business travel and 
transportation complete Form 2106, 
Employee Business Expenses, and 
enter the amount from Form 2106 on 
Line 24, Form 1040. 

Generally, you may deduct your 
qualifying entertainment and gifts 
as a Miscellaneous Deduction on 
Schedule A., However, outside 
salespersons include these expenses 
on Form 2106. 

Q. What if I free-lance and work on 
my own? 

A. If you are self-employed, you 
would report your income and ex- 
penses on Schedule C. Profit or 
(Loss) form Business or Profession. 
On Part II of the form, all business 
expenses would be! entered, in, 
cluding travel, transportation, 
entertainment and gifts. File this 
form along with your 1040. 

.. @. I report my expenses to my 
employer who, then reimburses me. 
How do I report this? 

A. It depends on how much is 
reimbursed. If your employer re- 
quires you to account for all your 
business expenses directly and then 
reimburses you fully on the amount 

}you submit, no reporting is 
| necessary on your tax return 

If you are partially reimbursed, 

| these payments must be used to off- 
set any business expenses you 
claim, 

Excess reimbursement must be 

|included as income on your. tax 
return. 

Q. What proof is required for these 
expenses? 

A. Timely-kept entries in a dairy, 
appointment. book, or similar 
record. Entries must include the 
date, location and business purpose 
of the travel or entertainment, along 
with who was seen and what was 
spent. 

Keep a receipt or similar sup- 
porting evidence for all lodging ex- 
penses and any other expenses of $25 
or more. 

Q. What travel and transportation 
expenses are deductible? 

‘A. The ordinary and necessary ex- 
penses of local transportation are 
deductible. Most common gre éx- 
penses of driving and maifitaining 
your car while on business. 

If you go on a trip outside the area 
of your main place of business, your 
temporary living expenses, such as 
food and lodging costs, are deducti- 

le. 

Q. How do I deduct my auto for 
business use? 

A. You may use actual cost or the 
standard mileage rate. 

If you use actual cost, generally, 
you must figure.out a percentage 
based on the miles that you use your 
car for business. Do not include com- 
muting or personal mileage. 

You would then: multiply this 
percentage by the total annual cost 
of running your car (which includes 
gasoline, oil, insurance, repairs and 
depreciation). 

If you use the standard mileage 
rate, you may take 20.5 cents per 
mile for the first 15,000 business 
miles. Take 11-cents per mile for 
business mileage over 15,000 miles 
or if your car is fully depreciated. 

Q. What meals may I claim while 
doing business locally? 

A. The cost of business-related 
entertainment, including meals, 
may be deductible if directly related 
to, or associated with, the active 
pursuit of your business.

picking up your business acquain- 
tance’s check when no business pur- 
poses are served—is not a deductible 
expense. 

Q. Are there any limits to the 
amount of business gifts that I can 
deduct? 

‘A. Generally, you cannot deduct 
more than. $25 for business'gifts you 
give to any one individual during the 
year. 

Incidental costs, such as engrav- 
ing or packaging, which do not ad 
substantial value are not indluded in 
the $25. 

You may also give any item that 
costs $4 or less on which your name 
is imprinted and which you 
distribute generally. 

Q. How long should I keep my 
records and receipts? 

‘A. You must keep proof to support 
your deductions as long as your in- 
come tax return can be examined. 
Generally, this is three years from 
the date your tax return.is filed. 

Q. Where can I find out more in- 
formation on these business ex- 
penses? 

A. Complete information can be 
found in free IRS Publication 463, 
“Travel, Entertainment and Gift 
Expenses.” You may obtain it by 
writing to the IRS 


Venice won

The City of Venice is not consider- 
ing changing its ambulance service 
from Campbell’s to the Madison 
Fire Department ambulance system 
and at a recent meeting was merely 
trying to gain an agreement from its 
neighboring community to serve as 
a backup in event of an emergency 
situation, it was stressed at last 
week’s session of the Venice City 
Council. 

Fourth Ward, Alderman Victor 
Valentine Sr., one of three Venice 
aldermen who met with Madison of- 
ficials last week to discuss this point, 
emphasized the objective of joint 
conference when reporting the 
negative results last week. . 

“From reading the article (Forum 
letter) in the Press-Record, some 
people misconstrued what we were 
trying to do. They thought we were 
negotiating a whole (ambulance) 
package with Madison and became 
concerned,” the alderman said. 

“We were not trying to get 


Madison to be the primary am--) 


bulance service but we were attemp- 
ting to get a backup (commit- 
ment)," he said. 

The meeting with Madison Mayor 
Mike Sasyk, Fire Chief Mike Macek 
and two aldermen who are members 
of the Madison City Council am- 
bulance committee was not fruitful, 
Alderman Valentine reported. 

Also attending the informal ses- 
sjon, held in Madison, were Venice 
Fourth Ward Alderman Charles 
Haynes and Second Ward Alderman 
George Mangiararcino. 

The three Venice officials were ap- 
pointed to an ad hoc committee 
when the subject of ambulance ser- 
vice was raised at the Dec. 27 coun- 
cil meeting. 

‘‘We talked, but it’s still the same. 
They (Madison) still feel they want 
to be the primary service and I can 
understand that, so we are at a 
Valentine stated. 

“We made no commitment to 
Madison and said that we were not 
looking for them to take over the 
whole thing,"’ he said. 

“We negotiated in a friendly way, 
trying to get some type of policy 
that, if we needed some help, we 
weren't going to be left high and dry 
without a backup,” Valentine stated. 

The alderman suggested a survey 
might be undertaken in the com- 
munity to determine how residents 
feel about ambulance service, com- 
paring the time factor in getting an 
ambulance to respond, the costs in- 
volved and whether they believe the 
current service is sufficient. 

At this point, Mayor Tyrone 
Echols commented, “You are going 
to have complaints whoever you use. 
I’ve heard maybe one or two com- 
plaints about the present service — 
that’s all. 

“I got the impression that. we 
wouldn’t do any good with them 
(Madison), but I think it was a wor- 
thy effort. Price-wise, I don’t think 
we've paid more than $300 or $400 in

Just 
like Granite City raised their prices, 
the same thing will happen. as 
Madison grows, they Il have to raise 
their rates. 

“We got them (Campbell's) at the 
right price.-I was Hopeful that we 
could get Madison as a backup, but I 
was realistic. I thank you for your ef- 
forts anyway,’ Mayor Echols told 
the three aldermen. 

Third Ward Alderman John Ervin 
questioned the legality of Venice 
Township providing $6,000 annually 
from revenue sharing funds to 
Madison for ambulance service to 
township residents. 

“Residents in the city of Venice 
are excluded (because Campbell 
Ambulance Service is used) and this 
is outright discrimination against 
the city of Venice,’ Ervin said. 

The reimbursement fee for am- 
bulance service, as covered through 
the township’s appropriation or- 
dinance, would be less if the service 
was provided by Campbell than the 
amount charged against the fund by 
the Madison Fire Department, he 
contended. 

Mayor Echols asked City Attorney 
Lawrence T. Hartman to look into 
the legal aspects of using federal 
revenue sharing funds in this man- 
ner.

He was reminded by the mayor 
that an agreement exists between 
Madison and Venice to coordinate 
their efforts to complete the resur- 
facing of part of Bissell Street, along 
with other area streets.

aldermen going, I think it's Ward 
Four in that area, just like yours are 
doing,’ Mayor Echols suggested. 

Most of the damage to the Venice 
roadways occurred when Bissell and 
Klein were designated by the state 
as an alternate state traffic route 
leading to and from Illinois Route 3 
during the closing of the Broadway 
underpass for repairs. 

The pavement collapsed beneath 
the underpass in July 1982 and the 
repair project was not completed un- 
til early 1983. The damage cited by 
the alderman is the aftermath of the 
heavy truck and auto traffic which 
was diverted over the city’s streets.

The combined school now has an 
enrollment of 200 pupils which are 
served by three Dominican nuns, 
eight lay teachers and a school 
nurse. 


New program 
on child support 
starts Mar. 1 


A March 1 starting date has been 
set for a new program that is ex- 
pected to improve child support pro- 
cedures and reduce the welfare 
caseload, Circuit Clerk Willard V 
“Butch"’ Portell said today. 

Administrative costs will be borne 
70 percent by -the federal govern- 
ment and 30 percent by the state, 
reducing the county’s financial 
responsibility, Portell said. 

Madison County courts were 
chosen as the initial Downstate II- 
linois county to administer the pro- 
gram, due to the past local success 
in. operating a child support pro- 
gram known as 4D. 

The selection for the pilot program 
was made by the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Public Aid and by the Il- 
linois Supreme Court administrative 
office. 

Some details remain to be worked 
out, Portell said, but he is confident 
that increased coordination will 
result in greater adherence to court- 
ordered child support; this in turn is 
expécted to be reflected in less need 
for |welfare assistance to broken 
families. 

Child support agreements usually 
are| mentioned in the court pro- 
ceedings in which marriage dissolu- 
tions are ordered. In the future, a 
specific, separate written document 
outlining support payments is to be 
made a matter of court record along 
with the divorce documents, Portell 
explained.

Study how to reduce 
women’s bone breaks 


Researchers at Washington 
University School of Medicine in St. 
Louis are seeking women volunteers 
for a study that may help victims of 
osteoporosis, the disorder that is 
commonly called ‘‘brittle bones."" 

Women aged 55 and older are 
needed for the nine-month stydy 
Osteoporosis is a serious bone 
disorder that begins in early 
adulthood and culminates with age, 
primarily affecting women, noted 
Gail Dalsky, Ph.D., principal in- 
vestigator. 

“Osteoporosis is a weakening of 
the bones, or a decrease in bone den- 
sity,” she said. ‘The primary 
causes are an inadequate amount of 
calcium in the diet and a lack of 
physical activity. Although the 
disorder i i 
elderly, bone loss can begin as early 
as the 20s, progressing until victims 
are predisposed to fractures. 

“By age 70, half of all women have 
lost sufficient bone mass to be con- 
siderd osteoporotic, and are at high 
risk for fracture. Women over 45 
years old annualy sustain 350,000 
fractures related to osteoporosis, 
and one out of every two women over 
the age of 75 can expect to suffer a 
broken hip or back. 

“Average calcium intake of 
American women is 500 milligrans, 
a day, well below the daily recom- 
mended allowance of 800 
milligrams. 

“Because women are able to ab- 
sorb less calcium .as they grow 
older, they should increase their in- 
take with age, taking from 1,000 to 


1,500 milligrams daily to maintain a 
sufficient calcium balance. 

ing the daily intake of 
calcium can slow down: bone loss, 
but exercise is one of the few ways to 
replace bone mass that has been 
lost.” 

In the Washington U. study, 
reseatchers. will itry to determine 
whether bone loss can be restored by 
combining a special exercise pro- 
gram with an increased daily intake 
of calcium. Bone density of the spine 
will be mesured in all. participants 
by Stanley Birge, M.D., of the 
Jewish and Barnes hospitals, 

The measurements will be per- 
formed using dual photon absorp- 
tiometry, a new, non-invasive, 
highly sensitive technique which in- 
volves minimum radiation ex- 
posure. Tests also will be done to 
determine the fitness level of each 
participant. 

Volunteer: gned to the control 
group will visit the unviersity for 
testing at the beginning and end of 
the study. Subjects assigned to the 
exercise group will meet three times 
a week to exercise 45 minutes under 
the supervision of university 
physiologists. 

Exercises will be designed to 
strengthen bones by placing stress 
on them. The program will include 
stair-climbing, jogging, bicycling 
and rowing, and will be adjusted to 
suit each individual’s exercise 
capacity. More information about
